Bible for Blind 


Started in 1835

NEW YORK (AP)—Dr. Samuel 
Gridley Howe doesn’t rank with 
Paul Revere, 
but his 
ride one 
spring day in 1835 helped to fill a 
great void in the reLigious life of 
the blind. 
With two blind companions, he 
rode from Boston to New York in 
a horse-drawn carriage to show 
the American Bible Society that 
sightless persons could bo taught 
to read the Bible with their fin­ 
ger tips.

Ev ery air channel is the property of the peo­ 
ple of the United States and is under the control 
of Congress through the Federal Communications 
Commission which was created for that purpose. 
Tile networks are supply 
e nte rpris e s 
which sell 
programs to local radio and TV' companies, al­ 
though it is true that they do own some stations. 
The owner of a station owns the real estate and 
the physical property of the station. Tho owner 
has no v ested right in the channel, the right to 
use which is issued by the FCC in the form of a 
license. 
By precedent and as a practical matter, li­ 
censes are generally renewed, the assumption be­ 
ing if the conduct of a station were satisfactory, 
the license would be renewed and it generally is. 
It is this renewal without examination which has 
led to the belief that a v ested interest exists in 
the license. 
Along comes the Philco Broadcasting Company 
of Philadelphia to apply for Channel Three, a TV 
station, WRCV-TV, now operated by the Nation­ 
al Broadcasting Company. Philco makes this ap­ 
plication on the grounds that under N.B.C. man­ 
agement, less than sev en per cent of broadcast 
time on this station is allotted to local liv e pro­ 
grams of any description. Philco offers to prov ide 
20 per cent of its time to local liv e programs. 
This raises a v ery interesting question as to 
whether TV' exists for serv ice to the community 
or as a commercial v enture to earn profits for its 
owners in disregard of the fact that the channels 
are publicly owned and should be av ailable for 
public serv ice.

Less than 
30,000 are in service today, accord­ 
ing to present estimates. United 
Cerebral Palsy 's Research and Ed­ 
ucational Foundation has allocated 
more than $10,000 for four work ­ 
shops in special education, and one 
in vocational guidance.

United Cerebral Palsy has been

teachers,

It costs more than twice as 
I much to heat a house without in- 
j striation than it does to heat a 
properly insulated home, accord­ 
ing to a study by the University 
i of Illinois. 
The study covered seven cities 
representing most of the nation's 
! climate areas. 
Engineering ca l­ 
culations were made for a ono- 
j story 
house 
containing 
1,040 
( square lect of floor space. 
The insulated houses had a 3- 
inch thickness of mineral wool in 
the walls and 4 inches in the ceil­ 
ing. 
Die control houses had no 
insulation at all. 
| 
The 
researchers’ calculations 
showed that winter fuel bills for 
I tho insulated houses wore ftv>m 
a third to a half of the costs of 
I heating the non-insulated homes 
in the study. 
! 
Estimating the cost of insula­ 
tion at $280. it was calculated 
that in St. Louis, for example. 
the homo-owner would have ro- 
I gained this amount within throe 
years. The annual saving in St. 


Louis came to $95. 
' 
A savings also was note d in the 
cost of heating equipment in the 
insulated houses. In the St. Louis 
home, again, the owners would 
have been able to install a fur­ 
nace for $50 less than the cost 
of 
equipment 
required 
in 
the 
non-insulated house. 
The study also showed that 
I the savings in the cost of air- 
!conditioning equipment arid its 
operation would be considerably 
more than the cost of the insula­ 
tion.
